Faria.—The French wheat crop ia 
eetimated at 133,000,000 heotolitres, 
the largeet since 1874, wbenAbe yield 
was 186,000,000. 'This will render 
France independent of foreign impor- 
ationt of wheat. 

It ia 4»lcalated that in ten years of 
the Comatock workings over 6,190,000 
cords of wood were burned in the sixty 
steam hoiets and pumping plants. Be¬ 
tween the years 1874 and 1879 over 
4000 men were employed in the nnder- 
gronnd workinge. 


A SuaiHsarjr of Lata Bvaats That Ara 
BallaA Oowa to Salt Oar Hasp 
RsmAars. 

From The Dalles, Oregon, were 
shipped last week twenty oarloads of 
wool to Boston, Mass. 

The Southern Facifle has cut the sal¬ 
mon rate out of Fortland to New Or¬ 
leans to 86 cents a hundred. 

The San Diego, Cal., Flume Co. is 
daily fnrnislrhig 1,000,000 gallons of 
water from its thirty-seven wells. 

The railroad to Globe, Arizona, will 
be in operation Nov. 10. 

A Inniberiiig business is to be estab¬ 
lished at Hood River, Oregon, and a 
large mill will be built at the mouth 
of the river. 

In Santiago canyon, twelve miles 
from Santa Ana, Cal., lignite coal is 
being mined and meets with ready aale 
at |4.60 per ton. 

Pendleton, Oregon, wants to nego¬ 
tiate for the sale of 970,000 worth of 
water bonds and 900,000 of outstanding 
city warrants at a rate not exceiHling 
6 per cent. 

(Quicksilver receipts at San Francis¬ 
co in August were 2140 flasks, against 
1870 flasks for the same month last 
year. The foreign exjiorts were 376 
flasks this year, against 294 in 1807. 

Near Biggs, Cal., 660 acres of hemp 
this year yielded the growers from 
9120 to 9300 per acre. A mill of large 
capacity lias been built and is crusliing 
and baling the product for market. 

Near Butte, Mont., on the 1000-foot 
level of the Original mine, a cave-in 
killed D. Poletto; six floors were 
I criised in. About twenty-flve men 
I were working near Poletto, but escaped 
injury. 

When the Sunset Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company completes its long¬ 
distance line joining in a general sys¬ 
tem the States of California, Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho, one can talk 
direct ^om San Diego, Cal., to Boise 
City, Idaho, a distance of 1943 miles. 

The Bellingham Bay, Wash., Im¬ 
provement Comi>any have decided to 
pursue the same method in tlie recon¬ 
struction of their big mill that was 
pursued when it was first built, viz. 
erecting a small mill to cut the lum¬ 
ber that goes into the big one. 

The steamer Charles Nelson plies be¬ 
tween San Francisco and Seattle in op¬ 
position to the raoitlo Coast Steamsiiip 
Co. The Cleveland and Lakroe will 
follow the Nelson. Passenger rates 
on the new line have been cut to |12 
first-class and 97 steerage. Freight 
rates have also been reduc^. 

The Louisiana purciiase made Amer¬ 
ica a steamboat nation; the acquisi¬ 
tion of Texas and California made 
America a railway and telegraph na¬ 
tion, and incidentally, the events of 
1898 must bring America to the front 
in the only line in which slie is back¬ 
ward and feeble, i. e., marine ship¬ 
ping, to the great profit of the west 
half of America. 

The San Francisco & North Pacific 
R. R. Co., which operates the line to 
Ukiah, Cal., has leased its entire road, 
plant and rolling stock for twenty 
years to the California Northwestern 
Ry. Co. The consideration is the full 
net revenue of the road. The Califor¬ 
nia Northwestern is a new railway in¬ 
corporation, to build a connecting line 
jrom the S. F. & N. P. C. through 
i Mendoicino county. Cal. 

I The Japan-American Commercial 
Journal, a paper published in Tokyo, 
states that two items of commercial in¬ 
telligence have of late greatly im¬ 
pressed the Japanese. One is that 
American iron manufacturers are able 
to undersell the English market, and 
the other that the contnuit for the 
building and equipment of the new 
electric railways of London has been 
given to Americans as the leaders of 
the world in the new industry. 

The Oregon Short Line from Salt 
Lake City, Utah, to the Nevada State 
boundary will be built by A. W. Mc- 
Cune of Salt Lake and W. L. Hoge of 
Anaconda. The new road, financed by 
the Oregon Short Line, will be known 
as the Utah & Psusiflo. The Union 
Pacific graded the roadway nearly the 
entire distance ten years ago. The 
Oregon Short Line will furnish rails 
and equipment, in payment for which 
it will take the new companys’ bonds. 

The annual report of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company, sucoeasors 
to the old Northern Paciflo Railroad 
Company, stiowa groes earnings of 
923,697,718 and a net revenue of 912,- 
684,348. The remarkable thing seems 
to be that the operating expenses 
should fall below 60 per cent of the 
groes earnings. The additions and im¬ 
provements charged up to income and 
reduotions in values of property and 
taxes are set down at 91>494,600, leav¬ 
ing a clean net revenaeof 9ll|977,036. 

A man returned from an extensive 


trip through Mexico says: “’The 

greatest cry I heard was "lack of work 
men.’’ RailroiKl contractors and farm¬ 
ers are worrying about the scarcity of 
labor, largely dne to the opening up of 
so many enterprises and the great 
amount of work' being done on the 
haciendas. Especially will yon find 
that thousands of men are being sent 
to the isthmus of Tehuantepec. The 
great plantations there need men and 
they take them from the rest of the 
country.’’ 

Several salmon, averaging twenty- 
eight pounds in weight, have recently 
been caught in the Sacramento river. 
Cal. From the fact that the adipose 
fin bad been removed from each they 
were identified as fish liberated from 
the hatcheries on the Clackamas river 
in Oregon in 1897. This discovery ia 
thought to refute the theories of Profs. 
Jordan and Gilbert, who have main¬ 
tained that salmon remain from three 
to four years in the sea before •rt'ach- 
ing their majority and then return to 
the parent water to spawn. 

The Centennial Mill Co., Seattle, 
Wash., has a contract with the Russo- 
Chincse bank to supply 38,000 barrels 
of flour to be sbippeil to Vladivostok, 
Siberia. The Russo-Chinese bank, 
during August this year, bought 9300,* 
000 worth of commodities. Most of 
the supples for the construction crews 
of the new trans-Siberian railway are 
bought on this coast. Vladivostok has 
a (wrmanent population of 30,000 or 
40,000, besides 60,000 to 76,000 Ruei 
sian soldiers,who rely u)ion the Ignited 
States for nearly all their provisions. 

On the 17th inst. tlie Bakerseld 4k 
Los Angeles Ry. Co. ol Cal. incorpot* 
ated in San Francisco. The incorpora¬ 
tors are Claus Spreckels, J. D. 
Spreckles, A. B. Spreckels, Robert 
Watt, A. H. Payson. I. W. Heilman 
is treasurer. The capital stock is |6,* 
000,000. The railway to be built'is 
200 miles in length, from Bakerseld, 
over the Tejou Pass to Los Angolee. 
The new move is of significance, as at 
the latter city through Eastern oea- 
neotion will be made with the Santet 
Pe, The 8. F. & S. J. Valley road 
tliiiB becomes a transcontinental propo¬ 
sition, with a San Francisco bay term¬ 
inus at Point Riclimond. 

The Paciflo Borax and Redwood 
Chemical Company, Ltd., otberwiHk 
the English Borax Syndicate, has filed; 
a trust deeil of all its proiierties on the 
Pacific coast to cover a loan of 91,260,- 
000, wlucli has been made by the la- 
diaii ami General Investment Trust,'] 
Ltd., of London, for the purchase br^ 
construction, tbrongb F. M. Smith, of 
a large borax plant at Constable Hook, 
N. J., whither is to lie reinoveil most 
of the large plant which the Pacific 
Coast Borax Company has been operat¬ 
ing in Alameda. Extensive dejiosits of 
borax at Antofagasta, Chile, are also 
to be purobaseil. 'The deed recites that 
the works control borax mines or fac¬ 
tories in San Franoisoo, San Bernar¬ 
dino, Inyo and Alameila counties, this 
State, and Esmeralda county, Nevada, 
and Curry county, Oregon. 


THE SALT LAKE ROAD. 

The Vnlon Paclllc Said to be Behind a 

a Projected Southern Gonneotloii. 

Los Angeles.—Close upon the heels 
of the positive announcement that a 
company has been formed in San Fran¬ 
cisco to build the Bakersfield and Los 
Angeles Railraod there comes quite as 
positive an announcement that the Salt 
Ijake and 1.08 Angeles road is practi¬ 
cally under way. All along it has been 
Burmiseil that extensions heretofore 
announoed from Milford and Manvel 
closing the long gap from both ends, 
was a concerted plan to build the entire 
road and make connection between the 
terminus of the Union Pacific and Salt 
Lake and Santa Fe at Blake, and now 
this surmise is made a certainty. 

Mr. Waltman, the agent of Kessler 
& Co. of New York, who has been 
here some time, was asked for the facts 
this evening. He said the time was 
hardly ripe to make known what was 
being done or contemplated, but he 
confirmed all the rumors. The road 
is to be built, and will be finished 
probably in two years. Kessler & Co. 
Lave taken bold of the financial end of 
the enterprise. Preliminary surveys 
were made in the early spring. In a 
few days a corps of surveyors will be 
in the field making working surveys 
and planning for actual grading. 
Meantime the work is in hand on the 
Or^on Short Line for Milford, south¬ 
westerly. This link of eighty miles 
will bring the road to a point south¬ 
west of Pioche. 

The spur runs up to this little city, 
but mainly keeps southwest of Pioche. 
The new survey is to be run from that 
point and will come in a straight line 
down to meet the lake road, going up 
seemingly to meet the other. The 
route will run almost south from the 
end of the eighty-mile extension and 
come down to Grand Canyon, Colorado. 
Waltman Bays the purpose is to reach 
the wonderful scenic attractions of the 
Grand osnyon. Thenoe it keeps north 
and west of the Colorado. Waltman 
admitted that the Union Pacific was 
behind the scheme. 

Mine Inspector Byrnes of Butte, 
Montana, says that some miners esti¬ 
mate that a fuse will burn one foot a 
minute, bnt that tbia theory is wrong. 
He maintains that the standard of a 
foot of fuse is only thirty seconds. 


RIVERS OF LAVA. 


Vesuvius Threatens to Destroy 
Italian Villages. 


STREAMS OF FIRE POUR DOWN. 


Peasants Flealng; in Tarror aad Prajrara 
Are Beina OSTered for the Gessa- 
tlon of the Terrible Flow. 


New York.—.V World cable from 
Naples says: Vesuvius, the grim vol¬ 
cano that stands like an executioner, 
always prepanni to destroy this lieanti- 
ful city, after a long rest is once more 
belching smoke and flames and lava. 
Where the present series of eruptions 
will end no one can tell, of course, but 
ninny residents here profess to fear 
Khe destruction of Naples, tliough for 
[The most part tliey are eheerful, and 
I laugh and sing, as did their ancestors 
of Pompeii and Heculaneiini just lie- 
[lore they were eternally bnrieil. 

A panic prevails at Torre del Greco, 
Which is on the coast,three inlies south 
of Resina. This has a dense |iopuIa- 
^ion of 26,000 happy-go-lucky Italians, 
whose greatest industry is selling 
relics, guiding travelers, telling lies to 
Americans and selling nauseous wine, 
flo great is the terror at Torre del Greco 
that Cardinal Frisco, Archbishop of 
Naples, proceedeil to that town with a 
large body of clergy and celebrated a 
|q;>eoial ojien-air service and offereil up 
Igayers, in which he implorwl the Al- 
iniglity to cause the cessation of the 
IWnption of Vesuvius. Thirty thousand 
liersons attendeil the services. They 
kHme fom the Vesuvian territory. Im- 
Aiediately after the conclusion of the 
l^antifnl and_ impressive ceremony 
fthere seemed to be a diminution in the 
■low of lava, or the inhabitants so be- 
ftieved, and there was great rejoicing, 
t At all churches siiecial prayers are 
i^ing daily offered up. The oldest in¬ 
habitants of Torre del Greco claim to 
we able to tell by examining tlie qual¬ 
ity of ashes that Vesuvius emits tlie 

i ingth and extent of an eruption. 
Ihese old folks havealarmeil people by 
nnonneing that the town is in great 
anger of destruction. And, indeed, 
ne of the lava streams is certainly 
aming in that direction. 

Nor would it be a new tiling for the 
lava to flow in the streets of Torre del 
Greco. The town was almost wiped 
out in 1931, and twice in tlie eigh¬ 
teenth century lava crossed tlie town 
limits. In 1867 it sufferiHl from one 
of the earthquakes that are a part of 
the volcano’s diabolical performances. 
The eruption of 18fil deluged the 
town with burning aslies and caused 
thousands of dollars in damage. But 
jieople smiled and said that it was part 
of their fate as Vesuvians, and then 
they rebuilt and Iiothered very little 
thereafter about tlie pall of black smoke 
hanging over the mouth of the crater. 

But they are terrifitnl now and are 
preparing to flee. No Vesuvian mother 
in Terre del Greco puts her babe to 
lied without prayers more fervent than 
usual and witliont an anxious glance 
up at the crater, from which roll dense 
clouds of black smoke, the lower edges 
of which are stained with blood-red, 
tlie reflection of molten stuff boiling 
in the caldron below. 

There are watchmen jiosted on the 
hills, by which the lava must flow, 
ready to give an alarm. Science lias 
added to the security of Vesuvians by 
giving them a telegraph and telephone. 
If this town is to be destroyed there 
need be no loss of life if people will 
only leave in time. But familiarity 
with danger has made Vesuvians in¬ 
credulous, and often it is too late be¬ 
fore they start. That was the case at 
Herculaneum and Pompeii, where no 
lives need have been sacrificed. 


Goncesslons to Russia. 

Ixindon.—A dispatch from Hongkong 
to the Globe purports to give details of 
the secret couventioii signed at Peking 
on March 27th. It appears that Hsu 
Ying Konoi of the Chinese Foreign 
Office thereby concluded an agreement 
with St. Petersburg in which China 
ceded Port Arthur and Talien-wan, 
stipulating that only Russian and 
Chinese war ships enter or dock at 
Port Arthur. 

Russia, it also appears, gets the ex¬ 
clusive use of the inner harbor of Ta- 
lien-wan, the sole administration of the 
ceded territories and a tract of land 
north of Talien-wan is designated as 
a buffer belt. 


Stuamshlp Llae to Resume. 

New York.—The International Navi¬ 
gation Company has announoed the re¬ 
suming of its regular weekly mail and 
paaaenger service between New York 
and Southampton by the express 
steamers St. Louis, St. Paul, New 
York and Paris and the dates of sail¬ 
ing from New York. The first steam¬ 
er to resume the route will be the St. 
Louis, which will sail from New York 
on October 13th. 

The Great Northern Bailroed has 
awarded e contract for 3,000,000 feet 
of lumber to Jamee Bell of Everett, 
I Wash., to be delivered in sixty days. 


ANARCH Y THR EATENS. 

Thu Island or Rarbadoos In a Stato or 
Toiror. 

New York.—World cable from 
Bridgetown, Barbadoes, says: The Is¬ 
land of Baihailoes is in a state of 
terror. Unless Great Britain speedily 
does something to alleviate the distress 
pi-evailing in the Windward and Lee¬ 
ward islands, the Art's of rebellion will 
be lighted, and it will require much 
blooilshed to extinguish them. 

A. J. Pile, 8|ieaker of the House of 
Assembly, the (xipiilar branch of the 
Legislature, has just dietl from an as¬ 
sassin’s wound. He was shot in the 
back on July 32d, at night, while rid¬ 
ing alone in a buggy near his sugar 
plantation. He lingered forty-two 
days in agony. His munlerer has not 
lieen detected. 

Sir James Hay, Governor cf the is- 
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land, receivetl a letter a few days ago 
warning iiini that lie and five other 
prominent officials are to be shot. 

On the night of August 80th thirteen 
oxen were found hackeil to pieces on 
the Newcastle plantation. 

A band of organized robbers has been 
looting the potato fields of estates, and 
policemen sent to capture them were 
mercilessly beaten. Tlie leading news- 
paiiers here says: ‘‘The public can 
only hopt* that the police will prove 
themselves capable of breaking op 
secret criminal associations, which un- 
doubliHlly exist, and prevent violent 
manifestations from multiplying or 
culminating in an epidemic of lawless 
savagery.’’ 

The Royal Berkshire Regiment,, 
which was to have been removed to St, 
Lucia, has been ordereil to remain in. 
Barbadoes.

THE COOL GAMBLER. 

HOW HE BETS, WINS AND LOSES AT 
MONTE CARLO.

Not to see the gambling rooms at 
Monte Carlo by night would be to miss 
the grand show of the place. There are 
not people enough in the town to make 
np the crowds that press through the 
big corridor and the atrium in the even¬ 
ing. They come in intins from all the 
neighboring places—from Cannes, Nice, 
Ban Remo, Mentone, sometimes from as 
far as Genoa. People ride down from 
Paris, 30 hours in the rapide, jnst for a 
little “shy" at the tables. All outside 
is as bright as day, though chilly. 

When I set oat for the casino, I cam# 
npon a yonng English couple standing 
near the big fountain, disenssiug some¬ 
thing with great earnestness. They 
were good looking, well dressed, with 
something of an air of a bridal conple. 
What became of them at the moment 1 
did not notice, and inside I stood for a 
few minutes watching the ronlette ta¬ 
bles Ten niiuntes later 1 went into the 
treute et quarante room and met them 
jnst inside the big arched diKirway.

Never 
have I seen such a businesslike air in 
any gambling room as thero is here. 
You may not bo wicked enough to know 
that generally a great deal of smoking 
and drinking and some eating go with 
fashionable gambling, but that is tho 
case. The sideboard is almost as neces¬ 
sary as the tables, and George and Sam¬ 
bo and Henry are kept busy carrying 
champagne and cocktails to the thirsty 
players. This is pure business with 
“the bonse,’’even where these things 
are not Charged for, for docs not a man 
become the more reckless the more al - 
cohol he absorbs? 

But there is none of that here. There 
is no smoking in the rooms, and no 
drinks are served at the tables. As far 
as I have seen, there is no place in the 
casino building where drinks can be 
bad, though possibly there may be some 
cozy comers that 1 have not discovered. 
It is as much a business honse as a 
wholesale dry goods store, and the 
profits are larger for the firm. This 
gives it a very cold blooded atmosphere, 
for there is not a particle of interest in 
either of the games outside of the finan¬ 
cial risks involved. They are stupid 
games of doctored chauce that a navvy 
can play as well as au arithmetician.— 
New York Times.

One of the latest advocates of 
tobacco is Dr. Norman Kerr, an Eng¬ 
lish physician, who says that It would 
be lmi>osslble for him. without disloy¬ 
alty to science and truth, to denounce 
the smoking of toliacco as always In¬ 
jurious. On tbe contrary, as in the case 
of asthmatic paroxysms, or Inheritors 
of narcomaulacal intoxication, tobacco 
is a valuable remedy In warding off 
morbid impulses. In the case of sol¬ 
diers In trenches, or when kept with¬ 
out sufficient rations, tobacco, he says, 
becomes a friend indeed, cheering the 
fainting heart and allaying the gnaw¬ 
ing of hunger. Tobacco smoke Is also 
a disinfectant and is especially valu¬ 
able as a prophylactic against yellow 
fever and In destroying tbe microbes of 
cholera tnd pneumonia. That tobacco 
is greatly abused does not admit of 
question, but It ought not to be for¬ 
gotten that It also has its proper uses.
